Using a Gap Eagle DX antenna

Most Radio amateurs have 
seen the ads or perhaps worked 
another ham using one of the 
Gap vertical antennas and 
wondered what was different 
about this type of antenna. 
They certainly appear 
different. I had the same 
curiosity until recently when I 
acquired and installed a Gap 
model Eagle DX antenna. 

The Eagle DX is the 
smallest of the Gap vertical 
family with a height of 21 ft. 
and a weight of just 11 Ibs. It 
covers 40, 20, 17, 15, 12, anda 
500 khz portion (adjustable) of 
10 meters with less than a 2:1 
vswr specification. At the base 
of the antenna are three 80 
inch rigid counterpoises. 

I installed my antenna on a 
ground mounted 6 ft. pipe in 
concrete, with a tilt-over 
bracket for easy access and 
adjustment. 

Assembly was straight- 
forward and went well, but I 
did not fully tighten a 
connection to the 10 meter 
tuning rod thus causing an 
intermittent swr problem on 
this band only. The problem 
was quickly resolved, and the 
antenna met its swr specifica- 
tions very nicely. 


How the Gap Eagle Works 
I was curious how this 
patented antenna works. The 
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Gap website, 
www.gapantenna.com, offers 
some information, but a better 
description required reading 
the patent document. 

The Gap verticals employ a 
variation of a center fed 
asymmetrical vertical dipole 
antenna. Multiband operation 
is accomplished by utilizing 
seven, 2 inch diameter 
aluminum tuning rods mounted 
on short pvc insulators 
attached by stainless steel 
clamps around the antenna. 
Each tuning rod is pre-cut to 
length, and requires no 
adjustment. 

This antenna is rated for 
legal limit on all bands except 
40 meters where 100% 
continuous duty power is 
limited to 300 watts. 

The antenna is fed with 52 
Ohm coaxial cable. Five, one 
inch long ferrite sleeves are 
placed over the coax at the 
antenna input to form a choke 
balun. Inside the antenna is a 
specific length of 52 Ohm coax 
cable with a velocity factor of 
0.68. In the center of the 
antenna is a 2 foot insulated 
section that connects the top 
and bottom sections of the 
antenna together. 

At the center, the coaxial 
cable braid only, is completely 
severed, creating a Gap, (thus 
the name). Jumper wires with

terminal rings at the ends are 
routed from the severed braids, 
through the antenna wall, to 
the external tuning rods. 

The center insulated wire of 
the coax, and remaining braid 
(24’ 3”) continues to the top of 
the antenna, to which it is 
connected via a 470 pf series 
capacitor. This 24 ft length of 
coax and series capacitor 
tunes, and matches the antenna 
on 40 meters. 


Asymmetrical Vertical 
Dipole 

So what is an asymmetrical 
vertical dipole? Picture a 
horizontal center fed dipole 
that has been rotated to 
vertical, with one leg above the 
other. Because one leg is 
nearer the ground, this leg has

more capacity to the earth than 
does the other. 

To compensate, the antenna 
requires some additional 
measures, thus requiring the 
tuning rods, and counterpoises. 
Asymmetrical vertical dipole 
antennas are much more 
efficient than a ground 
mounted '4 wave vertical with 
a less than ideal radial ground 
system. 


Around the World 

In South America, they are 
the choice of some AM 
broadcast stations because of 
this low loss, and because no 
real estate, and wire is required 
for a radial system. Gap 
antennas, advertise 90 percent 
efficiency. So how does the 
Gap Eagle antenna perform? 

The Gap Eagle antenna 
functions as claimed. It is a 
dipole, and as such, has high 
voltage present on the ends 
when transmitting. The

difference in signal polariza- 
tion is very apparent when 
using this antenna. 

I can hear some mobile 
stations on the gap when they 
are in the noise on my 40 ft 
high horizontal doublet 
antenna. Some DX stations are 
stronger on the doublet, but the 
really distant DX, such as 
Japan, Australia, New Zealand 
and the South Pacific are 
usually stronger or equal, on 
the Gap. 

Sometimes the higher 
latitude stations such as Alaska 
are much, much stronger on 
the Gap. This is likely due to 
the signal’s arrival angle. 

The Gap is well made, and 
thus far has worked well. It is 
also very neighbor friendly, 
and is completely out of sight 
in my back yard. Am I top dog 
in the DX pile ups? No, but if I 
can hear them, with patience 
and a little luck, I can usually 
work them.
